AT A TIME when so many 
college and university campus¬ 
es are characterized by strife 
and student unrest, last week’s 
program has special signifi¬ 
cance as a measure of the ex¬ 
cellent relationships which ex¬ 
ist between students, faculty, 
and administration on the UTM 
campus. It is these relation¬ 
ships which give our campus 
its distinctive flavor and set us 
apart from other colleges and 
universities. 

These are critical times in 
higher education, both In our 
state and throughout the nation. 
Indeed, many observers warn 
that long-cherished values and 
traditions of American higher 
education, Including that most 
cherished value of all—academ¬ 
ic freedom, may be lost as a 
consequence of the growing at¬ 
tacks, from within and without, 
on our colleges and universi¬ 
ties. 

IN TIMES LIKE these, it Is 
essential that the academic 
“community” become a com¬ 
munity again; that the various 
elements of the college and 
university campus work to¬ 
gether cooperatively in the 
great experience of learning; 
that the students, faculty, and 
administration remember that 
ultimately they seek the same 
goal — relevant and meaning¬ 
ful education for all students; 
and, finally, that it be recog¬ 
nized that alterations and 
change in the academic world 
must come through a rational, 
orderly process that utilizes 
the intelligence and good judg¬ 
ment of students, faculty, and 
administration alike. 

Above all, we must remem¬ 
ber that in an institution which 
holds as one of its highest values 
reasoned andlntelligentdiscus- 
sion of problems and issues, 
there can be no place for in¬ 
timidation, coercion, or vio¬ 
lence such as that now occur¬ 
ring on many campuses 
throughout the nation. 

FOR THESE REASONS, the 
program of the week past has 
implications that transcend our 
own campus, that extend to any 
campus where students, faculty, 
and administration earnestly

Meets With 

Within the university judi¬ 
ciary system, there are (our 
courts available to the student 
Including the newly created Stu¬ 
dent-Faculty Disciplinary 
Committee which has met with 
measurable success according 
to Dean of Students H. B. Smith. 

THIS COURT, WHICH was set 
up last September by provision 
of the Student Government Con¬ 
stitution, is composed of nine 
faculty members and twelve 
students who serve for one year 
on a rotating basis. Faculty 
members are elected by the fac¬ 
ulty and the students by Student 
Government at the beginning of 
each year. Three representa¬ 
tives from both these groups 
are present to hear every case. 

As a matter of general pro¬ 
cedure, each case is Introduced 
by the acting chairman who calls 
on the recording secretary to 
read the charge and then list 
the student’s rights. Through¬ 
out the procedure, the testimony 
of the defendant and any wit¬ 
nesses is taken down by the sec¬ 
retary In addition to being re¬ 
corded on tape.

and If necessary, punitive mea¬ 
sures are prescribed. If found 
guilty, the student is Informed 
of his right to appeal the de¬ 
cision to the Administrative 
Council which Is composed of 
department heads and ad¬ 
ministrators. 

“TTie purpose of the court 
Is not punitive, but is correc¬ 
tive,’’ Dean Smith noted. “We 
are not having criminal cases 
here. We are an educational 
system dealing with education¬ 
al problems. We wanttohandle 
the situation as an educational 
action trying to educate. We 
want you to gain something from 
the experience,” he continued.
